Shoe Shopper's Check List 


Heel seat of shoe should accommodate broad base of your heel. 
Counter of shoe heel should fit snugly around top of your heel. 
Shoe should fit smoothly and snugly under your arch. 

Select high or low instep pattern to give comfortable fit. 

Ball joint should rest in widest area of fore part of the shoe. 
Vamp seam should not be over ball joint. 

Allow width across ball for spread of your foot in motion. 
Have shape of last conform to shape of fore part of your foot. 
Have toe shape conform to shape of your toes with great toe 
lying out straight. 

10. Allow plenty of space for elongation of your foot in motion. 
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Remember—there are as many as 166 sizes of one shoe style, so you can 
surely find the size that’s perfect for you! 


BAKED ROME BEAUTIES WITH SAUSAGE CROWNS 


1 pound well-seasoned pork sausage, 6 large Rome Beauty apples 
links or meat 1 cup water from sausage 
Shape sausage meat in six tubular patties. Cover patties or links with water and bring to a_ boil. 
Wash apples and core gencrously—at least a two-inch hole—but do not peel. (Apple pulp and 
cores can be simmered, strained and sweetened for apple sauce.) Place cored apples in a baking 
dish, fill with sausage patty or links, and pour around apples one cup of water from sausages. 
Bake in moderate oven (350°F.) till apples are tender and sausage browned—about one hour.

YOU CAN BANK ON SAVING FUEL 


this winter, if you bank your fire properly at night. 
Anthracite engineers say it’s easy if you follow their 
rules. Shake grates gently, and only if you have to 
add coal. Keep the fire bed level with the bottom of 
the firing door in mild or cold weather, leaving more 
ash on the grates when it’s mild. Open the check 
damper and close the ashpit damper;-except in very 
cold weather, when you may leave the check damper 
more nearly closed. 


“NYMO,” a new line of bonded 
nylon thread which will not kink, snarl, 
split, ravel or catch as it goes through 
2 machine, is now an actuality of the 
sewing trade.

Dyeing qualities are said to be the 
same us twisted nylon thread, but the 
transparency of the filaments tends to 
make the thread take on the same color 
as the fabrie with which it is used. (This 
is an actual photograph loaned us 
through the courtesy of Business Week.)
